VAOs should encourage voters who have not
received their requested absentee ballots to complete and submit
the FWAB.

Voters in overseas military installations with access to the
military postal system should send voted ballots in now so they
arrive in time to be counted. - Use the 11-DOD Label to expedite
the mail.

VAOs should stress to voters to complete and return their
absentee ballot. If voters have not received their requested
absentee ballots, VAOs should encourage them to complete and
submit the FWAB.

Stateside Uniformed Service members and their
families should send voted ballots in now so they arrive in time to
be counted.

VAOs should remind local voters to go to their polling place and
vote. IVA Offices should ensure coverage to answer last

minute questions and assist voters returning their ballots by fax
or email (for States that allow these methods of ballot
transmission).
